FUNDING SUMMARY

MAJOR INCREASES, DECREASES,

. Appropriates a total of $499.0 million from the General Fund and 6,308.9 FTE positions to the

Departments of Justice, Corrections, Inspections and Appeals, Public Defense, Public Safety, the lowa
Law Enforcement Academy, Board of Parole, and the Civil Rights Commission. This is an increase of
$36.9 million and 324.7 FTE positions compared to the estimated FY 2007 General Fund appropriations.

. Makes the following significant General Fund increases for FY 2008:

. Department of Justice, Office of the Attorney General: $350,000 to fill authorized, vacant,
unfunded FTE positions. (Page 1, Line 7)

. Legal Services Poverty Grants: $300,000 that includes $50,000 to create a pilot project for the
children in dissolution of marriage proceedings, and $250,000 for lowa Legal Aid.

7 judgment or settlement, and the funds appropriated to the

8 department for antitrust enforcement are not to exceed

9 $200,000.

10  The bill establishes a consumer education and litigation

11 fund in new Code section 714.16C as a separate fund in the
12 state treasury to be administered by the attorney general.

13 The bill provides that moneys credited to the fund include

14 amounts received as a result of a state or federal civil

15 consumer fraud judgment or settlement, civil penalties, costs,
16 or attorney fees, and amounts which are specifically directed
17 to the credit of the fund by the judgment or settlement, and

18 amounts which are specifically directed to the credit of the

19 fund by the judgment or settlement, and amounts which are
20 designated by the judgment or settlement for use by the

21 attorney general for consumer litigation or education

22 purposes. The bill provides that not more than $1,125,000 is
23 appropriated from the fund to the department of justice for

24 consumer fraud education and enforcement, and not more than
25 $75,000 is appropriated from the fund to the department for
26 education, investigation, and prosecution relating to consumer
27 and criminal fraud against older lowans.

28 Under current law, the funds appropriated to the department
29 of justice for consumer fraud reoccur in session law each year
30 and are contingent upon the general fund of the state

31 receiving an amount at least equal to the amount received by
32 the state or political subdivision of the state through a

33 fraud judgment or settlement.

34  The bill establishes an environmental crimes investigation
35 and prosecution fund in new Code section 455B.112A as a
separate fund in the state treasury to be administered by the
attorney general. Moneys credited to the fund include
court-ordered fines and restitution awarded to the attorney
general as part of a judgment in an environmental criminal
case. The bill provides that not more than $20,000 is
appropriated from the fund to the department of justice to be

8 crimes. The bill provides that not more than $20,000 shall be

9 credited to the fund in a fiscal year and any moneys in excess
10 of this amount shall be credited to the general fund of the

11 state.

12 Under current law, the funds appropriated to the department
13 of justice reoccur in session law each year and are contingent
14 upon the environmental crime fund receiving an amount at least
15 equal to the contributions, court-ordered restitution as part

16 of judgments, and consent decrees entered as part of an

17 environmental enforcement action.

18  The bill addresses Code section 80B.11B to provide that for
19 FY 2007-2008 the lowa law enforcement academy may charge a
20 department of the state, a member of a police force, or any

21 political subdivision of the state more than one-half of the

22 cost to provide the basic training course for a law

23 enforcement officer, provided a majority of the lowa law

24 enforcement council approves such a charge. Current law

25 prohibits the lowa law enforcement academy from charging more
26 than one-half of the cost of providing the basic training

27 course.

28  The bill provides that the department of corrections may

29 reallocate appropriated funds between the institutions of the

30 department of corrections, the department's administration,

31 and the judicial district departments of correctional

32 services. The bill provides the department, prior to the

33 effective date of any reallocation, must provide notice to the

34 department of management, the legislative services agency, and
35 the district board of any judicial district department of
correctional services affected by the reallocation.

The bill provides that the department of public safety may

also reallocate the funds appropriated to the department
between the divisions of the department. The bill provides

that the department, prior to the effective date of any
reallocation, must provide notice of the reallocation to the
department of management and the legislative services agency.
The bill permits a value-based treatment program to

continue to operate at the Newton correctional facility if the

12 The bill requires the attorney general to establish a pilot
13 project with a nonprofit agency in the sixth judicial district

14 that focuses primarily on the representation of children in
